Washington, D. C., May 8.—Senator Till- 
mar of South Carolina made a sensational at- 
tack upon the federal judiciary today. He 
referred to many of them by name, and cited 
instances of questionable conduct. He made 
the attack in course of an argument in favor 
of depriving the courts of the right to sus: 
pend a rate fixed by the inferstate commerce 
commission pending an appeal-to the courts. 

Incidentally the South Carolina senator be- 
came involved in a dispute with Senator 
Spooner, during which he ordered the Wis- 
consin man to sk down. Senator Spooner 
characterized Mr. Tillman as “ fmdecent,” 
but upon the latter’s protest withdrew the 
word and substituted “ rude.” This Mr. Till- 
man accepted, admitting that he was a rude 
man. 


Says Supreme Court Wabbles. 

In beginning his attack on the fe 
judges Senator Tillman announced that he 
4 not intend a wholesale onslaught upon the 
judiciary, and he acquitted the Supreme

Cummins at Council Bluffs in such a condi- 
tion as “‘ not te be able to stand up without 
clinging to.the table.’ 

Senators Carter, Dolliver, and Perkins im- 
mediately went to the defense of Judge Mc- 
Phertson, Senator Carter waying the judge 
was « “ good fellow," and should not be ¢rit- 
icised for ‘entering inte the spirit of the 
occasion ”’ at a banquet. 


Guests of a Railroad. 

Mr. Tillman next referred to a pleasure 
trip to Tampico given by three Kansas fail- 
roads to Judges McPherson, Phillips, and 
Pollock. The account was condensed from 
the Kansas City papers and ehowed that the 
judges had been transported in a special car 
and were accompanied by the general solicit- 
ors of the railroads giving the excursion, 

The South Carolina senator also called gt- 
tention to a railroad case at Sherman. Tex., 
in which he declared Circuit Judge MoCor- 
mick had declined for six years to allow an 
unprejudiced judge to sit. He declared that 
with euch a judge sitting in a given case com- 
plainants would have to “ whistle for relief.” 

He next asked attention to the Northern 
Pacific railroad receivership in which Judge 
James G. Jenkins of th» Seventh circuit fig- 
ured in 1898 and in which an injunction 
against strikers was granted. Commenting 


on these facts Mr. Tillman said that Mr. 


Jenkins had recently retired. ‘“ Therefore,” 
he added, “‘ he can do 1.0 more devilment like 
this,” 


Angers Benator Spooner. 

At this point the South Carolina senator 
drew Senator Spooner inte a controversy 
which became acriménious, until it had to be 
checked by the @hair. It came about iike 
this; 

“TI believe it has. come to be considered 
good law to issue injunctions against strik- 
ers,” eaid Mr. Tillman, and added: “If ix 
ia not the senator from Wisconsin (Mr. 
Spooner) will correct.” 

The major part of this appeal to him evi- 
dently angered Mr. Spoonér, He rose and 
replied sharply, saying: “‘ The senator from 
South Carolina forgets what is decent when 
he challenges meé in that way.” 

Mr. Tillman attempted to make prompt dis- 
claimer of any intention to offend, and when 
Mr. Bpooner declined to yield the South 
Carolinian remarked:

INSURANCE RATES GO UP; 
AGENTS’ PROFITS COME DOWN. 


Bastern Union Decides' on Action and 
Western Companies Are Urged to 
' Follow Suit. 


New York, May 3.—[Spectal.}—The East- 
ern Union has adopted, for the territory 
under its particular control, a resolution fre- 
ducing brokerages 5 per cent and expressing 
the opinion that this expense should be re- 
duced to at least the same extent in the

An advance in rates conditioned on the 
above expense reduction is to be put in oper- 
ation immediately by the Hastern Union, 
whereby rates on all business other than that 
in smell and unimportant places will be 
raised 26 per cent. Fireproof etructures and 
sprinkled risks shall be added to the ordi- 
nary line of preferred risks. . 

The Bastern Union is made up of the exec- 
utive officera of ineurance companies, and 
therefore it ean be understood that ite de-

Mitchell Gives Up Hope. 

President Mitchell announced officially to- 
day that all hope of securing better wages for 
the miners had been abandoned and that ali 
offers to arbitrate had been rejected, Mr, 
Mitchell said tonight: 

“ The sentiment seems strong against ac- 
cepting the condition and restMoted arbitra- 
tion schedule proposed by the operators or 
renewing the award of the anthracite strike 
commission for a period of three years, 

’ The strike feeling, too, has been intensi- 


‘fied by the unfortunate and unjustifiable 


action of the state constabulary at Mount 
Carmel, as well as their conduct in other 
parts of the coal region since the suspension 
went into effect. Of course, K cannot be 
stated positively what the vote will be. That 
will not pe Seagayes mare Friday afternoon or 
Saturday.” 
No Chance to Arbitrate. 

At the opening of the afternoon session 
the report of the credentials committee was 
adopted. Then Mr. Mitchell briefly reviewed 
the negotiations and said the committee had 
perhaps e even further than it should 
have gone in endeevoring to bring about a 
peaceful settlement of existing difficulties. 
He told of the propositions made by both sides 
and then'said: 

“We have offered to arbitrate all the de- 
mands. we made upon them; or, in other 
words, we have offered to arbitrate the dif- 
ferences between us, either through the board 
of conciliation, with Judge Gray ae chairman, 

or through the anthracite strike commission. 
We have made the reservation, however, 
that it must be a full commission, not a part 
of it. 

“ That is the status of the affairs at this 
time. We have not been able to make « 
tentative agreement that would secure for 
you better wages and better conditions of 
employment.”

Erie ports. Nearly 5,000 marine workers are 
out in Chicago and South Chicago, but this 
has not yet tied up Chicago river traffic or the 
local passenger and freight boats plying be- 
tween Chicago and points on Lake Michigan. 
It was said by union men yestergay that 
the strike would probably spread to include 
men employed on three instead of two of the 
Graham and Morton excursion boats. The 
boats which may be tied up are the “ty of 
Chicego, Holland, and Puritan. 

“Tne passenger traffic will not be affected 
by the present strike,’ said J. H. Graham. 
“We employ aan but unfon mén on our 
boats.”’ t Harry Coulby of the 
Pittsburg Steamship company issued a state- 
ment yesterday in which he said that theecap- . 
taing on all boats Included in the fleet of 125 
vessels owned by the company had been or- 
dered to “ pay off” all mates who belonged 
to the union. But three men, he said, had 
been lost in this manner. No boats have 
been deserted by their crews at Milwaukee, 
although afCleveland and Buffalo traffic has 
been affected. 

The strike is tying up not only the lake 
business but coal mines which depend upon 
lake traffic, At Negaunee, Mich., the coal 
mines practically were.at a standstill yea- 
terday.

James Maskavish Said to Have Been 
Robbed in Notorious Worth Clark 
Street Resort. 


Martin Kaipley, charged with being im- 
plicated in the theft of a diamond valued at 
$175 and a watch and chain, the property of 
James Mackavish, Twenty-first and Halsted 
streets, was released on @ writ of habeas 
corpus under $500 bonds yesterday by Judge 
Chytraus.

ATTACKS GAS CO. IN EVANSTON. 


Northwestern University Professor 


Holds Corporation Is Exceeding 
Its brea soa Rights. 


Expert opinion upon ielnt thes legality of the 
rights exercised by the Northwestern Gas- 
light and Coke company in Rvanston, as 
given by Prof. Henry Schofield of Northwest- 
ern university law school, was published 
yesterday by the Civic Federation of. Evans- 
ton, which has been conducting an inquiry 
of the franchise rights of the various public 
utility corporations operating in the suburb. 

According to Prof. Schofield the Northwest- 
ern company has no right to operat street= 
in the former village of North BE ston or 
of South Evanston or in any othef territory ” 
annexed to Evanston after July 26, 1867. 

The charter of the company granted the 
right to lay gas pipes within the territory 
covered by the thén corporate limits of 
Evanston, but the annexation of territory to 
Evanston did not operate to extend the 
rightg of the company, according to Prof. 
Schofield.. The perpetual charter rights of 
the gas company céased to be irrevocable 
when it voluntarily reorganized in 1806, Prof. 
Schofield holds. :

“1 solemnly declare that not a reputable 
man or firm, American or foreign, resident 
and doing business within my jurisdiction, 
ever uttered a single word of complaint 
against me or my administration—a fact 
which H. H. D. Peirce could have easily 
ascertained, although he was only <orty- 
eight hours in Canton, and he did not devote 
two hours of that entire time to any investi- 
gation whatever.” ‘
